18. — The new 
French - Russian alliance pledging 
m utual economic and m ilitary as­

Both countries undertake not 
to conclude alliances or enter into 
coalitions aim ed at th e other.

Both parties will exchange all 
possible economic assistance after 
the war to facilitate their recon­ 
struction

Tile treaty does not affect any 
previous engagement contracted by 
either of the two parties w ith third 
nations.
